- That Coll. Gourdon O Nex/e, being admir- 
ted into the Town, had made a very plau- 
fible+ offer to rhe Betieged , That armiongtt 
other advantages , they ſhould: have. their 
Lives, -Liberties, and Eſtates, be permitted 
ro wear their Swords, and go whither they 
plead, provided they would furrender. Bur 
their anſwer was, That they had no reaſon 
ro-truſt ro any Promiſe they made, neirher 
would they hope or look for the performance 
'of- anything thar thould , be offer'd them. 
fince the ſolemneſt Affurances, and moſt for- 
mal Capirulations had been vielared totheir 
Friends and: Neighbours, . when they came 
under their power, and that thoſe that had 
PretedQtion granted them by the late King 
and General Officers, had notwithſtanding 
been plundered of all they had, and-driven 
away from their Houſes and Habations ro

The Enem ervin 
fo. os on the Walls, was $62)s 1 "at 2 
ſome of them-had the Courage to advance 
nearer, and ro ak the reaſon of their: being 
ſo tolitary, to which no Anſwer way ar firtt 
miade, bur ſhaking of their Heads in token 
of diflike of their Aﬀairs within the Town. 
They proceeded then a lirtle further, and 
became ſo familiar, as to diſcourſe rhe Sen- 
tinels, and move a- 'Parly, which being gran- 
ted, theſe Sentinels told them a melancholy 
Srary of their lamentable Condition, offering 
that if they would fave their Lives, and give 
them ſome Reward, they would next Night 
afrer ſuch'an hour open one of the Gates. The 
Enemy believing all this to be true, drew up 
a_ great part of the Army nearer the Town, 
and ſeeing no appearance of Diſcovery or 
reliftance trom the walls. advanced ar the time 
appointed ro rhe Gate, which the Seritinels 
preſently opened ; bur they came no! ſooner 
withia rhe reach-of their Guns, than rhey 
poured whole Volleys of great and ſmall ſhox 
amvonglt them, which made terrible Execu- 
tion, 'and forced them to run back in 
diſorder ; at the ſame rime they made a Yanly 
upen them, and follow'd them with rhe ſame 
Succeſs. In this Action, they ſay, they killed 
ſeveral hundreds of the Enemy. 


Thar the Proteſtants in Inn#kiling have - 


alſo had a very Forrunate Adventure' lately, 
baving taking ſeveral Carts loaded with Arms 
and Ammunition, lately come from France, 
and a good deal of Money, which was goi 
to the Camp before Derry; and this his S 
exaſperated-rhe Enemy, thar thete are abour. 
15000 Men commanded to go and: befiege 
that place, bur have nor yer the Courage to 
advance nearer to it than by ren Miles, where 
they lie in two ſeveral Bodies, as well ro ſe- 
eure the Intercourſe with Derry, as to hinder 
the other from Relieving' ir. 

Thar the 1r;/b being-now ſenſibly Alarm'd 
with the undoubred Reports of a'preſetit'Iti- 
vaſio (as they call it) from England, do'be- 
think rhemſelves of Impriloning and Sechring 
the nioft confderahle Proreſtants throughout 
the Kingdom: Ar Dublin they have'but' rwo 
Regiments, and are-fitring'out rwo Ships for 
Privareers, and to. ger:Incelligence: tom rhe 
EnglifÞp-Coatt.
